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ROOSEVELT TELLS 


WHY HE’LL FIGHT 


Determined to Cambat “Big 
Sinister Influences” Which 
Fear His Success. 


POINTS OUT FOES’ TRICKS. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 26.—Col. Roose- 
velt today indicated the issue upon which 
he is to make his campaign for the presidency. 
He purposes to base his appeal upon the as- 
sertion that what he calls the “ big sinister 
influences" have determined to eliminate 
him from public life because he is the one 
man whom they really fear. 

To accomplish this purpose he believes they 
are willing to take up any man who they 
think can win the presidency over him. Hav- 
ing defeated him at the Chicago convention, 
he says, they have to control the Demo- 
cratic convention to this same end. 

“They know me and I know them,” he 
said. ‘“‘It is anything to beat me. I am 
fighting a lone hand, and I am going to fight 
it out to the end.”’ 

He made this remark after a long con- 
ference with William A. Prendergast, con- 
troller of the city of New York, who came 
here .to induce Col. Roosevelt to say 
definitely that under no circumstances would 
he withdraw from the fight. 


Refused All Compromises. 

The controller said the reason he was 
anxious to make it clear that Col. Roosevelt 
would make the fight was that the “ inter. 
ests’ which defeated him at Chicago would 
do anything in their power to keep him out 
cf the White House, and for that purpose 
would gladly accept any other progressive 

‘In Chicago,” he continued, “ some of the 
Taft leaders asked me to go to Col. Roose- 
relt with the offer to give the nomination 
io Gov. Hadley or any other man the colone] 
might name. They even offered to put the 
Roosevelt delegates from Texas and Wash- 
ington back on the list if he would consent 
to this.” 


Working Hard at Baltimore. 

Col. Roosevelt corroborated this statement 
and added that the same interests are hard 
at work at the Baltimore convention and are 
willing to take up any of the Democratic pro- 
gressives if they thought they could thus 
defeat him. 

Controller Prendergast said he had pointed 
out to Col. Roosevelt that the overshadow- 
ing issue.is “ whether the nomination for the 
presidency can be stolen and the people given 
no opportunity to pass judgment on the 
theft.” 

‘The object for which this fraud was per- 
petrated,”’ he said, “was the defeat of Mr. 
Roosevelt, not the nomination of anybody 
else. This conspiracy will be successful if 
any other man is elected to the presidency. 
The object of every honest man should there- 
fore be to elect him.”

Baltimore, Md., June 26.—[Specia!. ]—Today 
has been a day of triumph for the progres- 

sives. ‘ 

The men who voted for Mr. Parker for 
chairman have been trying to square them- 
selves. They have been hearing from home. 
The telegraph companies have been reaping 
a rich harvest. No one has suggested that 
Mr. Parker was put up by the telegraph com- 
panies for the purpose of increasing their 
revenues through the protests his nomination 
would invite, but the money has poured in 
just the same. 

The effect of these telegrams “already is 
being seen. The resolutions committee want- 
ed a progressive for chairman. I declined 
the position—although I appreciated the com- 
pliment involved in the offer—because | did 
not want to be hampered by any feeling of 
obligation to the committee in case I desired 
to present a minority report. And then, too, 
I felt that those who ewned the ship ought 
to select the officers to command it. 


Campbell Halts Steam Roller. 

The committee on permanent organization 
selected Congressman James of Kentucky 
for permanent chairman. This, however, 
was not a voluntary offering. A portion of 
the committee—less than half—attempted to 
rush the matter through last night and make 
the temporary organization permanent, but 


| former Gov. Campbell of Texas got in justin 


time to demand an adjournment until morn- 
ing in order to give all the members a chance 
to be present. 

When the full committee assembled, the 
progressives were out in such force that the 
effort to continue Parker was abandoned and 
the honor was given to Mr. James.

Refuses Alleged Compliment. 

Before passing from the subject of officers 
I may add that my refusal of the perma- 
nent chairmanship was based partly on the 
fact that I did not regard it as a compli- 
ment to have the position tendered me by 
those who had defeated me for temporary 
chairman, and partly because I did not feel 
disposed to accept any responsibility for 
the conduct of the convention until it had 
done something to purge itself of its reac- 
tionary character. 

As soon as the resolutions committee was 
organized I introduced a resolution declar- 
ing it to be the sense of the committee that 
the candidate for president should be nomi- 
nated before the platform was adopted, giv- 
ing as my reasons that this convention was 
of unusual importance and that our hope of 
victory depended upon our measuring up to 
the requirements of the occasion; that the 
platform would not amount to much unless 
our candidate stood squarely upon it and 
was able to defend it; that a joint debate 
bét ween our platform and our candidate 
would be fatal to the prospects of our party. 
and that by changing the order we would be 
able so to shape our platform utterances as 
to give force to his candidacy. 


Victory for Progressives. 

To the argument that it was unprecedented 
I replied that extraordinary conditions re- 
quired extraordinary remedies. To the sug- 
gestion that any candidate who might be 
nominated would be willing to stand upon a 
platform prepared by the convention, I re- 
plied that our candidate eight years ago 
amended our platform by telegraph, and that 
method of amending a platform did not take 
well with the pubiit. 

There was considerable discussion, but the 
sentiment soon turned so strongly to the 
proposition that it was adopted on rol) call 
by a vote of 41 to 11.

BRYAN-WILSON FORCES SMASH 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY'S UNIT RULE | 


Progressives Win Big 
Fight After Bitter De- 
hate by 565 to 495. 


BLOW T0 CHAMP CLARK 


Abrogates Policy That Has Ob- 
talned for Over Half a 
Century. 


HARMON LOSES 18 VOTES 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Baltimore, Md., June 26.—[Special.]—Wll- 
Ham Jennings Bryan, Woodrow Wilson, and 
the ‘progressive forces in the Demobcratic 
national convention won a notable battle 
here tonight, when the convention, by a 
vote of 565% to 405% abolished the unit rule, 
in force for sixty years. 

It was a clean victory for the progressives. 
Mr. Bryan, of course, voted for it, though 
he was not in the debate, being engaged in 
the resolutions subcommittee. 

It is specifically a victory for the Bryan- 
Wilson forces and a defeat for Murphy, 
Sullivan, et al. 


BAD BLOW TO’ CLARK. 

The general effect Is considered to be a 
bad blow to Clark. 

The majority report from the committee on 
rules proposed to recognize the right of a 
state convention to apply the unit rule. The 
minority report, urged by the Wilson people, 
proposed to abrogate the rule. 

The vote was on the substitution of the 
minority, or pro-Wilson, report for the ma- 
jority ‘réport. The minority report carried. 
There Were thirty-three delegates absent or 
not voting. 


DISCLAIMS PERSONAL VICTORY. 

Mr. Bryan, in reply to congratulations of 
friends on the result, modestly disclaimed 
personal victory. 

“I wae not even in the convention,” he 
said, ‘“ but Iam very much pleased, of course, 
over the vote. I will not attempt to predict 
what the effect will be on the nominating 
vote. The convention has taken this stand 
for the right principle, for I do not believe 
any convention has the right to overrule a 
state law.”’ 


EFFECT OF THE ACTION. 

The principal change in the vote on the 
nomination of a presidential candidate that 
will be brought about by the abrogation of 
the rule in direct primary states will be in 
Ohio. 

Under the decision’ of the convention to- 
night Wilson will get the eighteen votes in- 
structed for him in Ohio and Harmon will 
be reduced from forty-eight to thirty, In 
Nebraska Harmon wi be given one dele- 
gate which otherwise would be bound by 
the Clark instructions. 

It is not understood that Wilson will get 
the two delégates elected for him under he 
direct primary law in the Peoria congres- 
sional district of Illinois. The instruction of 
delegates under the preference primary in 
Illinois {s advisory and not mandatory. It 
therefore is contended that the Illinois law 
does not conflict with the unit rule and that 
the instructions of the entire fifty-eight dele- 
gates given by the state convention for Clark 
will be allowed to stand. 


CHANCE FOR DISPUTE. 

The rule adopted by the convention con- 
templates the unit rule shall continue to ap- 
ply except where mandatory direct presi- 
dential preference primary laws make provi- 
sion to the contrary. The interpretation of 
the rule and of the various primary laws will 


afford considerable opportunity for dispute | 


im recording the vote of the delegations. The 
question may come up specifically in the 
Illinois case. 

After the announcement of the vote the 
comvention received the report of the cre- 
dentials committee accepting the roll of dele- 
gates seated by the national committee, in- 
cluding the contested Sullivan delegates from 
Thinols. 


SOUTH DAKOTA COMPLICATED. 
The case of South Dakota is complicated 
not only by interpretation of the rule, but 
by a contest between the Clark and Wilson 
factions. Wilson won the state in the pri- 
mary by 150, but the Clark delegates were 
seated by the nationa? committee and the 
credentiale committee. The delegation is 
instructed as a unit for Clark, In spite of 
the preference vote in the primary for Wil- 
son. 

It is claimed that the South Dakota pri- 
mary law, like that of Iinois, does not 
provide for mandatory instructions, and 
that therefore the abrogation of the unit 
rule will not apply.

Covington Opens Debate. 

‘ after both reports had been presented 
Che.rman Covington opened the debate in 
favor of the majority report. He argued that 
as the two-thirde rule was true Jeffersonian 
4ottrine, and as without the unit rule the 
tw6é-thirds rule would not be practicable, the 
cofivéntion should nfaintain the unit rule de- 
spite the popular primary in congressional 
districts. 

“While ‘Mr. Covington was speaking the 
thunderstorm which had been threatening 
all evening broke. A heavy downpour of 
rain clattered noisily on the roof of the big 
armory. Mr. Covington’s argument was 
brief and its conclusion was greeted by scat- 
tered applause. 

Mr. Covington then presented the majority 
supplemental report of the rules committee 
making the “ unit rule” a rule of the con- 
vention. As reported, the rule would make 
a unit instruction by a state convention bind- 
ing on a delegation if a majority of the dele- 
gation favored any particular candidate. 

Representative Henry then opened the de- 

for the minority report. He said that 
this report would in no way’ interfere with 


the operation 6f the unit sule, as it has ob- 


tained heretofore. 


\ 
People Should Have Voice. 

Where delegates were elected as heretofore 
by a state convention, Mr. Henry said, the 
old unit rule would still obtain. But in 
cases’ where primary lawe provided for the 
election of delegates by direct vote, he beld. 
the people should be allowed to express their 
preferenc. 

He cited the primary laws of Illinois and 
Ohio. - The delegations from both of these 
states are in dispute. 

“ Let this convention make no mistake to 
gtatify the whims of any man,” concluded 
Mr. Henry. “ This is no time for the Dem- 
ceratic party to blunder. Let us say to 
‘se states ‘go on with your presidential 
preference primaries, write these primary 
law on the statufe books of every state.’ 
That ig the stand we should take for pro- 

ve principles.”’ 
“John W. Peck of Ohio was given twenty 
‘minutes of time to support the majority re- 


Z : port. He said that Ohio was the state most 
| closely affected by the rule. 


“It is proposed by this minority report,” 
he said, “to take away from Ohio the right 
which has always been accorded, to unified 
aation in the national convention.”’ 


.. . Demonstration for Wilson. 

A few moments later Peck referred to Gov. 
Wilson, and the name started a demonstra- 

“This,” he said, “is the position taken 
by the great progressive governof of New 
Jersey,’ and the storm broke. 

The New Jersey delegation began the up- 
réar. A dozen pictures of Wilson appeared, 
and were scattered through the hall. Sena- 
tor John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, who 
Wes on the piatform, swung his hat above 
his head as he led cheers for Wilson. A big 
white Texas banner, inscribed ‘40 for Wil- 
som” with a Wilson lithograph attachdy, 
appeared, and an attempt was made to start 
a Darade through the aisles.

From the galleries a shower of Wilson lith- 
ographs feli upon the delegates. Galiéftes 
and floor joined in the cheering; delegates 
and spectators” climbing upon chairs.

The tariff, What is 
the answer? Underwood.” ~ 

** Dixie " from the band added volume to 
the uproar. A Jersey delegate worked fever- 
ishly but in vain to tear from its iron clamps 
the Jersey standard. 


Thrown trom Press Stand. 

The volume of sound grew steadily. From 
the galleries the bearers of the big Staunton 
banner came down tothe floor. They hurried 
to the press stand and endeavored to scale 
the platform. One of the bearers gained the 
press stand tramping over telegraph key and 
heads of writers, but was seized, by a news- 
paper man and thrown back into the crowd. 

A struggle followed and fora time a serious 
disturbance was threatened. 

The delegates again attacked the stand and 
were again repulsed. The uproar on the 
floor and in the galleries grew to pandemo- 
nium. A crowd jammed the space before the 
stand as the first banner bearer thrown from 
the prese stand, L. R. Russell tried to return 
to the attack. The police and the sergeant 
at arms were powerless againet the crowd. A 
squad in the galeries began the monotonous 
chant of ‘“‘ We want Wilson!’ but-it was lost 
in the general uproar. In vain Chairman 
Parker pounded his desk in an effort to quiet 
the crowd. 

At 9:50 the chairman began to restore order 
and the demonstration began to subside. it 
lasted thirty-three minutes. 


Parker-Warns Delegates. 

Chairman Parker warned the delegates dur- 
ing future. demonstrations against climbing: 
into the press bections. He also warned 
the spectators against disorders. 

* When the delegates take, their Seats, it's 
time for you to sit dewn,'’ he shouted at the 
galleries. , 

Mayor Newton D. Baker of Cleveland, op- 
posing the unit rule, déclared. he owed noth- 
‘ing to the state convention, that he was 
elected as a district delegate in the primary, 
and accredited as a delegate to the national 
convention. He saw no reason why he should 
be bound by a resolution in the state con- 
vention. Baker asserted that the unit rule 
had outlived its usefulness and no longer 
was needed. 

Ed H. Moore of Ohio replied to Baker. He 
maintained that under the Ohio primary 
‘scheme it was impossible for the voters to 
ingstrnct the delegates and that the state con- 
vention Was,.the only authority having power 
to instruct. 


Oratory Palls on Spectators. 

While .Moore talked-the oratory began to 
pall. on the spectators, and the crowds in the 
galleries began to move toward the exits. 
‘The resulting noise drowned the voice of the 
speaker.. Finally Chairman Parker appealed 
to the crowd to wait until the speech was 
concluded before leaving the hall. 

Senator John Sharp Williams of Missis- 
sippi then took the platform ‘to speak for the 
minority report. 

Williams had scarcely begun his speech 
‘when Gov. Bar! Brewer of Mississippi strode 
down the aisle and shouted; 

* Will.the gentleman yield for a question? ”’ 

A chorus of “* Sit down,” “ Sit down " came 
from the floor, but Williams shouted. “ Let 
him be heard: He can't hurt me.’’ 

Gov. Brewer wanted’ to know whether 
Senator Williams, who had declared that a 
delegate should abide by instructions given 
him ina primary, did not believe the vote of 
the entire state should bind the entire 
delegation. Williams replied that the state 
at large should control only the delegates at 
large. 


Williams’ Stand Emphatic. 

Senator Williams insisted that a delegate 
at large from a primary state should be 
bound by the majority in the state and that a 
district delegate should be bound by the dis- 
trict majority vote. A state convention could 
not claim control over district delegates 
elected by the people. 

“If you adopt the majority report here 
tonight,’’ concluded Senator Williams, “* you 
will do the most dangerous and the most 
damnable thing that it is in your power to 
do on this day of our Lord. And when you get 
through doing it you might as well quit your 
talk about popular government and refer- 
ring matters back to the people.’’ 

As the big clocks at either end of the hall 
began to point toward 11, the delegates grew 
restless and cries of ** vote, vote,’’ came from 
all parts of the floor.. 

The debate continued until 10:56 p. m., 
when the roll was orgered ealled. 


Debate Turned on Ohio 

The whole debate bad turned upon the sit- 
uation in Ohio, where nine congressional dis- 
tricts instructed their eighteen delegates for 
Wilson and where the Democratic state con- 
vention, controlied by the Harmon fores, 
adopted a resolution binding the state dele- 
Bation to vote as a unit according to the dic- 
tates of the majority of the delegmtes. This 
was for Harmon. 

The majority report from the committee on 
rules proposed to recognize the right of state 
conventions so to apply the unit rule. The 
minority report, urged by the Wilson people, 
proposed to abrogate the rule. 

The vote was on the substitution of the 
minority or pro-Wilson report for the ma- 
jority report. 

A roar of diesent went up from the floor, and 
when Chairman Parker put the motion it 
was drowned in a chorus of “ noes.” A mo- 
tion to adjourn till noon tomdérrow was then 
put through under the gavel, although dele- 
gates on the floor shouted: 

* Make it 10 0’clocl#® ‘‘ Make it 10 o’ anh ps 

The convention adjourned at 11:58 p. m. 


Hisses Greet Missouri Vote. 

A chorus of hisses and “ boos "’ greeted the 
announcement of Senator Stone that Mis- 
gsourl, Champ Clark's. state, cast 20 votes 
against the minority report which would 
favor the Wilson forces. \Seven Missouri 
delegates voted aye. 

A round of cheers swept the hall as Bryan's 
home etate, Nebraska, voted solid sixteen 
ayes for the Wilson report. ‘ 

An uproar swept the hall asthe clerk called 
“New York.” 

Delegates rose in their places and watched 
Charlies F. Murphy as he rose to make the 
announcement. 

‘New York vote ninety no,” he said. and 
there was a chorus of jeers, hisses, and 
cheers. 

The result of the roll call e# announced 
showed that the Wilson-Bryan forces had 
won the test. The figures secured by the 
tally clerke varied widely on the final re- 
sult, however. 

The vote was announced as: A 555%; 
noes, 406%. or : 

This was later amended to 565% ayes. A 
carefel unofficial count gave: Ayes. SOB: 
noes, 49114. 


Squelches Wileon Demonstration. 

The Wilson delegates began a demonetra- 
tion. It was short lived. and Chairman Par- 
ker, seizing a megaphone, put the question 
of atopting the amended report. It was 
adopted by a viva voce vote. 

A tired delegate tried to move to adjourn 
until tomorrow, but was not recognized. A 
partia! report of the credentials committee 
was presented by Joseph E. Bell, chairman 
of that committee. The report embraced the 
Illinois, South Dakota, and eeverai minor 
contests. 

Immediately upon the presentation of ‘the 
report Senator Luke Lea of Tennessee, an- 
nouncing that a minority report which would 


eatall considerable discussion would be pre- 
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sented, moved to adjourn unt?fl 2 o'clock to- 
morrow. This was voted down and the con- 
vention adjourned until noon tomorrow. 


PROCEEDINGS OF MORNING. 

Baltimore, Md., June 26.—Delegates fil- 
tered slowly into the big hall today. With 
only a@ scattered attendance on the floor at 
11:30 a haze of heat seemed to fill the big 
building and give promise of a sweltering 
day’s proceedings. 

Floor and galleries decided 'on negligee ral- 
ment and coats wére stripped off as soon 
as the delegates struck the close atmosphere 
of the hall. Hundreds of paim leaf fans 
fluttered throughout the building. Galle- 
ries and floor filled up slowly, but the ser- 
geant at arms and the police had trouble 
keeping the aisles clear. 

Warned by the disorder of yesterday, Ser- 
geant at Arms John I. Martin marshaled a 
squad of policemen and posted them in the 
galleries with orders to eject any one creat- 
ing a disturbance. 

Tem minutes before noon the. Right Rev. 
John G. Murray of Baltimore, chaplain of 
the day, took his place on the platform. 


James as Permanent Chairman. 

The committee on permanent organization 
was in session for an hour, during which 
sentiment crystallized around Ollie James 
and a report was adopted unanimously nam- 
ing him to the convention. 

Others whose names were discussed were 
Senator Kern,.Tyeodore A. Bell of Califor- 
nia, Martin J. Wade of Iowa, Gov. John 
Burke of North Dakota, and Senator Cul- 
berson. There was no particular objection 
to any of.these, but James seemed predes- 
tined for the honor. 

At 12 o’clock the galleries were less than 
half filled. -The delegates’ seats were grad- 
ually filling up, however, and the floor was in 
confusion. Chairman Parker had not yet 
appeared, but National Chairman Mack was 
on the platform. . The heat grew more in- 
tense as the big hall filled up. | 

At 12:21 Chairman Parker pounded his desk 
with the gavel, and the sergeant at arms, 
alded by the police, set out to clear the aisles. 
Slowly the confusion subsided and the con- 
vention got under way. Bishop Murray of- 
fered prayer, , 


Folk the First Orator. 

When the prayer was concluded Gov. 
Blanchard of Louisiana ‘reported that the 
credentials committee would not be ready to 
report until 8 p. m.. He said he would not 
make a motion to adjourn. until t time, 
however, as he was sure the dele would 
like ‘‘a little oratory.” 

Former Gov. Joseph W. Folk of Missouri 
was introduced as the first orator. 

‘The nominee of this convention will be 
the next president of the United States,” 
said Folk. He evlogized Bryan at length, 
The delegates grew restless in the course of 
Folk’s speech, 
forced to admonish them to be quiet. Folk’s 
speech was brief and Senator Rayner of 
Maryland next was called on. 


Motto: ‘“‘We Shall Progress.” 

‘Our motto in this campaign will be ‘ We 
shall progress,’’’ shouted Senator Rayner, 
and the crowd cheered. 

When Rayner concluded Chairman Parker 
asked for more speakers. A shout for Con- 
gressman Tom Heflin pf Alabama went up 
from the floor, but Parker introduced Con- 
gressman Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, 
chairman of the house judiciary committee. 
The delegates seemed to enjoy what one 
of them termed “ a spell of spellbinding.’ 

After he had spoken for several minutes 
in denunciation of Republican principles and 
predatory wealth, Mr. Clayton turned to 
Democratic progpects. 

“I do not know upon whom the nomina- 
tion of this convention——” he said. 

“ Underwood!” shouted an Alabama dele- 
oute. 

“ Clark!’ shouted a man from Missour. 

“ Wilson!" came an ced Ps chorus from 
New Jersey. 

“ Harmon!” called the Ohfeans. 

In @ moment the entire convention hall 
was swept by the shouts, and cheers, and 
songs of the adherents of the different candi- 
dates.

Chairman Parker made little etfo to quiet 
the enthusiasts.

What has become of the Murphy end of the 
bargain whereby Clark delivered two-thirds 
of his votes to Alton B. Parker, the Tam- 
many boss’ choice for temporary chairman? 
It is sad to say the speaker may become the 
victim of the politica) “ double cross."’ 

Wkh a guilelesanese that is truly touching 
for such an old political hand as Clark, he re- 
lied upon the good faith of Murphy and the 
other big political and financial manipulators 
to deliver delegates to hie candidacy in return 
for aiding them In crushing Bryan and secur- 
ing control of the convention. 

He beHeved—and it was the general belief 
here—that Murphy would tie himeelf definite- 
ly to Clark’s boom. But the New Yorker, for 
the reasons already ‘cited, is not disposed 
tonight to go that far. 


PROGRAM MADE BY MURPHY. 

What Murphy will do is thie: 

Upon the first. ballots, Mr. Murphy will 
cast the soli ninety New York votes for 
Mayor Gay.nor of New York, who he con- 
cedes: has not the slightest changes of get- 
ting the nomination. 

If Mr. Clark can hold the strength he 
claims, 464 votes, upon the first and sec- 
ond’ ballots, Mr. Murphy will swing the 
New York delegation to his column, and 
will. be joined by Virginia and the dele- 
gates instructed for Gov. Harmon of 
Ohio, Representative Underwood of’ Ala- 
hbame, and Gov. Baldwin of Connecticut. 
To prevent the nomination of either Wilson 

or Kern, the delegates controled by Murphy, 
Taggart, Underwood, Harmon, and Baldwin, 
and more than half ofthe Clark strengtb will 
stand fast for other candidates. This force 
will comprise more than one-third of the 
convention, and thus will be able to assure 
the. exclusion of Wilson or Kern from the 
nomination. 

It has been the earnest effort of Senator 
Stone of Missouri, Former Senator Dubois 
of Idaho, and Wiliam Randolph Hearst, the 
Clark managers, to convince Mr. Murphy 
that Clark can hold his strength. 

They are urging him to agree to switch the 
New York. vote before the result of the first 
ballot is announced. That is to say, they are 
perfectly willing that, when the New York 
delegates cast their first votes, they shall do 
so in behalf of Gaynor; but after the territo- 
ries have proclaimed their preference they 
want Murphy to declare that, after further 
consideration, the ninety ballots of the Em- 
pire State are transferred to the Clark can- 
didacy. 


HOPE FOR CLARK STAMPEDE. 

They feel that the effect of such a pro- 
cedure would be. electrical; that it would 
cauee a stampede which would mean the 
nomination of Clark, if not on the first, then 
gurely on the second balict. 

It is ome of the interesting things about 
politics that most of the plays contemplated 
are known to the other side. This was true 
of Chicago; it is true of Baltimore. Thus the 
Bryan-Wiilson camp is preparing for just 
such a move as the Clark managere want 
Murphy to make. They claim to have ob- 
tained promises from various delegations 
that the moment New York changes its vote 
to Clark, they will shift from Clark. 

They assert that all of Kansas, half of 
Oklahoma, some of Nebraska, all of Wash- 
ington, and part of other estates wil! leave 
Clark the Instant Murphy goes to him. 

In short, they believe they have check- 
mated Clark on the first and possibly the 
~scomd ballot. If he should be able te bold 


his forces his nomination will be assured; 
otherwise, he will be discarded. 


CONFERENCES FAIL OF RESULT. 

This has been a day of conferences on the 
part of the friends of the several candidates; 
of cOnferences on the part of the bosses who 
are directing the affairs of the convention; 
and finally of conferences between the bosses 
and the representatives of the candidates. 
There have been offers made and withdrawn. 
compromises suggested, and the result has 
been nil. 

The Democracy as represented here has 
seen Mr. Bryan recover from the defeat he 
suffered in the election of Parker, and this 
has been due to the tremendous backfire 
upon the delegates started by the Nebras- 
kan's friends and admirers throughout the 
country. 

The latter in their messages to the dele- 
gates have told them plainly that they will 
not permit the shattering of their idol: that 
if he is trampled upon and disregarded the 
Democratic presidential candidate might as 
well make no campaign, for he will be beaten 
and thousands of Democratic votes will be 
cast for Theodore Roosevelt as the leader of 


, the proposed new party. 


RESULTS OF MANY PROTESTS. 

The indignation expressed by Democrats 
throughout the country has been productive 
of three important developments: 

First, to bring Bryan back to a position 
where he will be able to exercise a large 
if not commanding position with respect 

to the selection of the candidate. 

Second, to cause the Crark managers to 
move heaven and earth to induce the con- 
vention to begin balloting at the earliest 
possible moment. An effort which they 
abandoned tonight. 

Third, to create apprehension among the 
Clark delegates that he-cannot win, and 
that it is useless to stand by him after 
the first or second ballot. 

The effect here has been remarked, by the 
Bryan men wifh the result that, while they 
do not belleve Wilson can be nominated, they 
are asserting that Clark will be beaten ane 
that a compromise acceptable to Bryan will 
be named, 

They want Kern, and they hope to get him 
on the fourth ballot. If Indiana should throw 
its vote to the senator that would mean the 
end of Gov. Marshall, for whom the Hoosier 
state delegation is instructed. 


MEN WHO ARE COUNTED OUT. 

The process of climination in which the 
opposite camps are engaged, enables a state- 
ment as to who will be the candidates upon 
which interest is centering. ' 

The Murphy combination assert the fol- 
lowing cannot and will not be nominated: 
Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey, John W. 
Kern of Indiana. 

The Bryan-Wilson men say the following 
cannot and will not be nominated: Champ 
Clark of Missouri, Judson Harmon of Ohio. 

There remains in the field: William Jen- 
nings Bryan of Nebraska, William J. 
Gaynor of New York, Oscar W. Under- 
wood of Alabama, Thomas R. Marshall of 
indiana, Eugene N. Foss of Massachusetts, 
and Simeon E. Baldwin of Connecticut, 

Of course, the Wilson men do not concede 
that their candidate can be defeated, but, 
ae a matter of fact, they will be exceedingly 
surprised should he be nominated. And so 
will every one elee who is in touch with the 
situation. 

Senator Kern does not expect the nomina- 
(ion, and will not be disappointed if he fails 
to get it. 


CLARK MEN STILL CONFIDENT. 

The Clark managers are confident of suc- 
cess, in spite of the declaration of Bryan 
against thelr man, a confidence which, ac- 
cording to the Bryan men, hes no basis. 
They assert Clark is beaten. 

Marshall, Foss, and Baldwin are regarded 
as weak candidates, with slight chance of se- 
curing any other tham complimentary votea 

Harmon is admittedly an impossibility. 

There remain then Bryan and Underwood. 
The fate of the former is in the hands of 
Murphy. If the New Yorker decides against 
him that will mean that Bryan will cut no 
figure in the nomination proceedings. 

So far as Underwood is concerned, his man- 
ager, Senator Bankhead of Alabama, issued 
a statement today asserting that the men in- 
structed for him would stand by his candi- 
dacy ballot after baMot, thus demonstrating 
the compactness of his smal) force. 


MURPHY’S STAND ON GAYNOR. 

Mayor Gaynor has sprung suddenly into 
prominence in connection wtih the nomina- 
tion as a result of the notification of Bryan 
that he would be acceptable to him. But, 
strangely enough, Murphy is not enamored 
with the prospect of Gaynor. He was will- 
ing that the latter should be used by him to 
hold the New York delegation under his own 
hand, but he never expected him to havea 
chance of getting the nomination. If he 
should develop strength Murphy will sup- 
port him. In other words, he will not desert 
his own candidate, but he will do nothing for 
him. 

One of the interesting developments of 
the day which leaked from the Murphy 
circle was that Bryan let the Murphy com. 
bination know that the Alabaman would be 
more acceptable to him than Clark. 


of course Underwood would be thoroughly 


| acceptable to the Wal! street interests, but 


they are afraid if they make a move toward 
him Bryan will claim that the statement of 
his view as to the house majority leader was 
unauthorized, that he has opposed and al- 
ways will oppose him, and that any real 
progressive will not vote for his nomination. 

Bryan’s restoration to a position where he 
could influence the course of the convention 
is evidence of the hold he etill has upon the 
Democracy, not only in Baltimore, but 
throughout the United States. 


BRYAN DODGES ONE TRAP. 

The ‘“‘Man Back Home” has none of the 
refinements of the politician here. Bryan has 
told him the Wall street plunderbund Ras its 
grip upon the convention; that it demon- 
strated ite power through the selection of 
Parker; and that if the party is to be rescued 
from the foul hands which are throttling it 
he must act and promptly. 

It was to prevent the movement which has 
swelled into Baltimore today that the leaders 
last night deemed it expedient to mak®&con- 
cessions to Bryan. He wasoffered the chair- 
manship of the committee on resolutions, the 
idea of the men making the offer being that 
platforms were of slight tmportance com- 
pared with control of the nominee. 

Had Bryan accepted the bait he would have 
been placed in the posttion of approving the 
Organization, as effected by the Murphy- 
Taggart-Sullivan-Ryan-Belmont<lark com- 
bination. But he saw the hook and refused 
even to nibble. He rejected the proposition 
and then the bosses did the next best thing 
and urged that Senator Kern accept the 
chairmanship of the paltform committee. 


CULBERSON REFUSES CHAIR. 

In the meantime telegrams were pouring 
in from the man at home. So, following 
the plan determined upon last night, the 
permanent chairmanship of the convention 
was offered to Senator Culberson of Texas, 
who declined it on the basis that his health 
would not permit him to discharge the duties 
of such an onérous office. 

Finally, Senator Ollie James of Kentucky 
was induced toacceptit. While a Clark dele- 
gate, James is a close ally of Bryan and will 
do all he can to further the wishes of the 
Nebraskan. 

The. Clark managers saw with dismay the 
recrudescence of Bryan. They realized that 
if they were to get anywhere it was impera- 
tive that the balloting should begin with- 
out a moment’s delay. They were working 
to induce the convention to vote tonight upon 
the nomination. For a time it looked as if 
they would be successful, but the Bryan men 
concluded it would be a good thing to let the 
“Man from Home” commvunicate further 
with his representatives wefore the nomina- 
tion was made. Therefore, followers of Bry- 
an announced that no balloting would occur 
(enight. 


VICE PRESIDENT IN DOUBT. 

The situation as to the vice presidency has 
been muddled by the failure of Murphy to 
carry out his end of the bargain with Clark. 
If the New Yorker still carries out his part 
of the deal Gov. Dix will be made the tail 
of the ticket. If Murphy should fail to cast 
his strength to Clark the latter's managers 
swear he will not control the vice presidency. 

But the Murphyites are not concerned over 
this threat. They say if Clark’s strength dis- 
integrates the speaker can have nothing ‘to 
say about the second place. That will be a 
matter of adjustment, and will be deter. 
mined by the combination which will grow 
out of the new condition created by the se- 
lection of the presidential candidate. 

To put the situation tonight in a Mne used 
by one of the Murphy lieutenante, it ig this 
way:

He said he had positive informa- 
tion, furnished ta him through a man who 
had gat in a Hearst~Harrison conference, 
that the police and the deputy sheriffs were 
to be used at the armory, and that the night 
preceding the convention Judge Owens and 
the mayor had conferred over the procedure 
and fixed up the program which followed on 
the day of the convention, culminating ih 
the breaking in of the armory door by As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler with his ax. 

“We whipped them to a standstill in a 
direct vote of the people, and left them with 
nothing but the police force and the deputy 
sheriffs, Mr. Sullivan said. ‘‘ Repudiated 
by the honeet and regular Democracy of 
the state, they are here now to ask for some- 
thing which, if granted by this committee 
and by this convention, means the repudia- 
tion of the representative, the honest, and 
the square Democracy of Illinois.” 

The committee evidently took Mr. Sulli- 
van’s view of the matter, as the roll calls 
followed in rapid fire orderafter all had been 
excluded from the room except the commit- 
teemen and the representatives of the press. 

‘The steam roller, of course,” was Mayor 
Harrison's comment after the vote. “ The 
previous question was ordered and no chance 
given to discuss the merits of the cases."

PLATFORM PLANK BY LEWIS 
PROVIDES FOR MINIMUM WAGE. 


Chicago Would Have Government De- 
cide What Interstate Concerns 


Should Pay Employes.

James Hamilton Lewis of Chicago has a 
platform plank which he seeks to have in- 
corporated which will fix the minimum 
wages that public service corporations may 
pay their employés.

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WILSON LOSES 16 DELEGATES 
IN CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE. 


Finding of National Body Reversed in 
South Dakota and District of Colum- 
bia Contests. 


Baltimore, Md, June 26.—Completing its 
work shortly after the national convention 
reassembled tonight, the credentials com- 
mittee agreed to indorse the findings of the 
Democratic national committee, in all con- 
tested delegate cases, except those from 
South Dakota and the District of Columbia. 

The committee gave the ten seats from 
South Dakota to Clark delegates, in the first 
actual test of strength between the Wilson 
and anti-Wilson forces. 

By a vote of 28 to 23 the committee unseat- 
ed the ten Wilson delegates, who had re- 
ceived the highest vote in the state pri- 
maries June 4 and gave the. seats to the 
Clark delegation. 


Vote Exceeded That of Wilson’s, 

Thie was one of two delegations that had 
run under the Clark banner, their combined 
vote exceeding that of the Wileon ticket. 

The overiarow of the Wilson delegates 
who had been seated by the national com- 
mittee came as a surprise to the Wilson 
forces. It was the first case in which the 
national committee was reversed. 

Former Senator Pettigrew, active in the 
Clark national campaign, aided in presenting 
the claims of the Clark contestants and was 
attacked by the Wilson delegates. 

The South Dakota case presented three 
contesting tickets, one headed “ Wiison- 
Bryan Progressive Democracy,” another 
“ Wilson-Clark-Bryan Democracy,” and a 
thira “ Clark for President.” 


Double Cross Is Charged. 
The second delegation was the one seated. 
The Clark forces claimed the third ticket 
had been filled to divide their vote, buf 


this was denied. 
The delegates are for Clark. and it was 
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claimed that while they received about 400 
less votes than the Wilson ticket, the total 
vote cast for both Clark tickets exceeded 
that cast for the single Wilson ticket. 

The Clark delegates who were seated held 
certificates issued under the law by the 
Democratic state chairman, while the Wil- 
son delega’ es had been awarded later certifi- 
cates by the state canv assing board. 


Upset D. of C. Finding. 

In the three cornered District of Columbia 
contest the uninstructed delegation headed 
by Nationa) Committeeman Newman, which 
had been recognized by the national commit- 
tee, was unseated, and the “* CosteNo delega- 
tion,” instructed for Clark, was indorsed. 

The six Alaska delegates seated by the na- 
tional commitee on the temporary roll were 
likewise seated by the credentials committee 
on the permanent roll of the convention. 

n contestants made a hard fight and 
involved the committee in a discussion of 
the character of Alaskan voters, but the del- 
egates already seated were indorsed by a 
unanimous vote.

Cheer Leader Tossed On to Head of Dele- 
gation When He Tramples “Copy” of 
Hearst Writer.

Baltimore, :-Ma@., June 26.—[Special.J—In the 


the wild applause was suddenly doubled. * A’ 
“whoop” arose that put to shame all the 
previous cheering. ._The enthusiastic cheer 
leader was more surprised than any one else 
, in the building. 

As he excitedly stepped from. one writing 
, bench to another in the press stand: his prog- 
ress was checked. The Wilson lithograph he 
bad been waving was dropped for a moment 
and then the cheer leader was catapulted 
through the air into the crowd below. 

When the police had taken the matter in 
hand.it was found that the second actor in 
this successful effort of. arousing the crowd 
was Arthur Brisbane, chief editorial writer 
for William Randolph Hearst. He objected 
seriously to having his “ copy’ waiked on 
and acted promptly. Later he said he merely 
“ boosted "’ the offender out of the way. 

Nobody knew why the time at which the 
’ demonstration began was selected by the 
Wilson forces as the ‘ psychological mo- 
ment,’’ but the evidences all poirfted to a well 
laid out plan to sform the convention. 

It began when a New Jersey celegate 
climbed into the press stand surrounding the 
platform. He was clad in white flannels, and 
with arms stretched to their fullest extent he 
held a Wilson lithograph. This he turned 
toward one side of the house and then the 
other. 

Little groups began to cheer, and then as 
the whole audience—with the especial ex- 
ception of the New York delegates—joined in 
there appeared in each one of these groups a 
| Wilson lithograph. There were ten of them 
on the floor and four in the baiconies in ad- 
dition t6 the one displayed by the man in 
white flannels. 

The band joined in with the nationa) anthem 
and “ Maryland, my Maryland,” but the ap- 
plause had seemed to die down when the 
white suited one began to. grow more demon- 
strative. He placed the Wilson picturé’on a 
cane and waved it more wildly. , He began 
to step around on the press writing benches. 
“Don’t come in here,’ shouted a news- 
paper man, holding his arms out as a fender. 
The cheer, leader.swung hie cane at the re- 
porter and stepped back to the bench, where 
Mr. Brisbane was seated. 

Mr. Hearet’s associate editor arose, placed 
hie hands in the pit of the cheer leader’s 
stomach, and pushed. . The cheer leader flew 
into the air all spread out. He came down in 
the midst of his New Jersey brethren, who 
were fighting with the police to get to the 
platform. $

PEACE PLANS A FAILUBE. 


Nebraskans, Instructed for Mis- 
souri Man, Cheer at Men- 
tion of Wilson. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Baltimore. Md., June 2.—[Special.]— 
Champ Clark’s boom has been on the rocks 
all day. Will it be taken off in safety or 
will it go to pieces? His forces are in con- 
fusion. Mr. Bryan gaid in his speech on Tues- 
day, before his defeat for temporary chair- 
man, that the newspapers were turning such 
light on the deals here that the whole coun- 
try could see. That is the trouble with the 
Clurk deal with Murpihy and the Democratic 
machine. The glare of publicity is stunting 
the growth of the plan. 

Clark's first sign of weakness came last 
might after his affiliation with the Parker 
program became known, when, on learning 
that Bryan would fight Theodore Bell for the 
permanent chairmanship, the Clark men 
called a conference with the Harmon forces, 
who were back of Bell's selection ag the can- 
didate for the place. 

When the situation was put up to them the 
Harmon supporters withdrew Bell and told 
the Clark managers to propose any man, 
and they would support him. Ollie James. 
Clark’s original candidate for temporary 
chairman, who wes deserted by the Clark 
men in the national committee when Parker 
was selected, has been chosen. James is an 
out and out Bryan man, and his selection 
was intended to please the commoner. 


Nebraska Cheers for Wilson. 

Another sign of Clark weakness came this 
afternoon during the cheering which fol- 
lowed Representative Clayton’s phrase: 

“I do not know upon whom the nomina- 
tion of this convention will fall.”’ 

Fred Strobel of York, Neb., an instructed 
delegates, rose to his feet and in a clear 
voice yelled: ‘‘ Woodrow Wilson,” the whole 
Nebraska delegation, with the exception of 
the two Harmon men, following Strobel 
cheered the New Jersey man. 

Strobel was asked: ‘‘ Did you cheer Wilson 
then? ”’ 

* You bet your life I did,’ he replied. 

“For whom are you instructed here?’’ he 
was asked. 

“For Clark.” 

“*Are you going to vote for him after the

Clark Workers Are Busy. 


A congressman, greatly interested in 
Clark’s candidacy, saw the Nebraska demon- 
stration. He immediately got in touch with 
the Clark headquarters, and the committees 
of five looking after the various delegations 
were put to work in earnest. 

The Kansas and Idaho delegates joined in 
the Wilson demonstration following Strobel's 
lead, but the most disconcerting feature of 
the whole thing has been the manner in 
which the individual delegates themselves 
from the great western states have turned 
from Clark to Welson, although Instructed 
for the former. Every one of them is an ar. 
dent progressive and every one of them was 
elected in the primaries in the belief that 
Clark was a progressive. 

Representatives of the other candidates 
have been busy with these men. They have 
produced the congressional record to prov- 
that, since he became a candidate for presi 
dent, Clark has not made a single progres- 
sive utterance. Clark’s opponents have chal- 
lenged the delegates to find a progressive 
statement by Clark in any newspaper. 

They have pointed to the coalition be- 
tween Clark and the conservatives on the 
Parker-Bryan vote and have shown by the 
figures of that vote that if Clark had been 
progressive he and Wilson controlled enough 
votes to down Parker by several hundred 
majority. 


Bryan Men in Movement. 

Bryan's close friends have taken part in 
this campaign of instruction and one of them 
said Bryan did not care a rap about becom- 
ing temporary chairman of the convention, 
and that all he wanted to do was to smoke 
Clark out and put him where he belongs. 

A manager of the Harmon campaign said 
neither Clark nor Wilson would be nom- 
inated. Asked as to Harmon, he said: 
‘We're still in, but we may lose.’’ 

This man is close to Murphy of New York 
and was a party to the coalition which car- 
ried Parker through. 

The Clark people fear Bryan is again 
master of the situation.

Baltimore, Md., June 26.—[Speciak ]—One 
suffraget, who chose to leave her native 
State rather than pay taxes without rep- 
resentation, is a visitor at the Democratic 
national convention. She is Miss L. J. Cran- 
iels, now of Boston, but formerly a resident 
of Vermont. She is a great friend of Gov. 
Foss and leaves unused no opportunity to 
talk for suffrage. 

“I transferred my residence from Vermont 
to Massachussetts,” she said today, “ when 
I had trouble with the tax gatherers. I re- 
fused to pay taxes because I was not given 
the right of franchise. 

Calls Taxation Tyranny. 

“I own considerable property in Vermont 
and I took the view of our forefathers that 
‘taxation without representation is tyranny.’ 

“I believed it unfair that I should con- 
tribute money to help pay the expenses of 
the state and be given no vote, while men 
who had no property were given the ballot. 
So I left the state.” 

*“ But did your change of residence make 
you immune from taxation in Vermont?’ 
she was asked. 

Nephew Out Stocks and Money. 

“Not entirely,” she replied, “but it re- 
duced the amount one-half. They did attach 
some stocks in the bank and sold them at 
auction, because I refused to pay the taxes. 
My nephew bought them up. Then it was 
found there wags no law under which the 
property could be transferredtohim. So I’m 
still getting the dividends and my nephew is 
out both stocks and money.”

THE TWO LENSES. 

A Baltimore dispatch to Tus Trisune, 
comparing the vote which made Parker tem- 
porary chairman of the Democratic conven- 
tion with the test votes in the Republican 
convention, ‘did more than point to super- 
ficial analogies. 

It was made plain that the influences in 
both parties which have control or seek it 
are identical. They have different names, 
but are one, 3 

The significance of the fact that the pref- 
erential primary states voted with the pro- 
gressives at Baltimore about ae they voted 
with the progressives at Chicago is unes- 
capable. It gives point to the tactics of the 
unscrupulous tories in both parties. They 
cannot control when a fit instrument is put 
in the hands of the voters and the first fight 
they must win is one to prevent the use of 
such instruments. With that fight won, the 
rest is comparatively easy. 

Illinois was an exception to the genera! 
statement regarding the primary states. 
The primary law in this state has the ad- 
vantage of being simple and direct in provid- 
ing for instructions on candidates for nomi- 
nation. It leaves the political managers 
virtually a free hand in the selection of dele- 
gates to carry out these instructions. Roger 
Sullivan was able to control easily the Lili- 
nois delegation in Baltimore and it voted for 
Parker.

Instructions were given by the voters in 
favor of a man who wae not on the square. 

Champ Clark proved this charge against 
himself. He had made a campaign as a pro- 
gressive. The open record of the Baltimors 
convention shows that he took noéstand for 
the progressives when the first test came. 
That is revealed publicly. There also is evi- 
dence to show that he willingly entered the 
alliance which made the election of Parker 
possible in spite of the rousing fight the pro- 
gressives made. 

Mr. Clark showed his hand plainly, and 
is in the same boat with Roger Sullivan in 
this matter.

COCAINE FIENDS. 

HERE is no excuse for the cocaine 

habit. Cocaine has no place in med- 

icine and a limited place in surgery. 

Any discomfort relieved by cocaine 

will be worse in three hours than it 

was before cocaine was used. When a teant 

is laboriously dragging a wagon uphill, from 

time to time the driver will “scotch the 

wheel” to give his team a chance to catch 

their wind. Some medicines “ scotch the 

wheel” to give nature a little resting spell. 
Not so cocaine. 

Any man who uses cocaine to relieve any 
discomfort or allows it in any proprietary 
or patent remedy used by him or allows 
any doctor to use it on him is just 
an every-day fool. A surgeon may use 
it to remove a cinder or to operate on 
an eye or nose, but that is no reason why 
a patient should use it or allow it to be med- 
ically used. The only excuse for the co- 
caine habit that has any standing is that the 
subject is a neurotic and if he does not 
do one half crazy thing he will do another. 
Developed “ coke "’ fiends are willing enough 
to admit this as the reason for their habit, 
but no potential “ coke” fiend would care 
to offer it as a reason for taking the drug.

There is more deliberation, even what we 
might call malicious intent, or weak, wab- 
bly, neurasthenic decision about cocaine ad- 
diction than there is about opium or alcohol 


Many take opium because they have not 
the grit to stand pain, and they fail to rec- 
ognize where they are going. Most cocaine 
fiends know well enough where they are 
headed for, or think they do, but their mis- 
erable, poor working minds tell them it is 
better to fly the ills they have and take what 
comes. 3 

The cocaine fiend, when in his drug, is 
able to forget, and that is about all that can 
be said in its favor. There is none of the 
grandeur of alcoholism or the dreams of mor- 
phinigsm or the fantasies of hasheeshism. 
No literature or anything else has ever been 
produced by the “ coke”’ in his drug. Heis 
negative, that’s all. Deprived of his drug 
he is as free from conception of rights of 
property and morality as is the opium fiend 
and nearly as free from conception of right 
of life as ig the man suffering from acute 
alcoholism. 

Therefore, whether you look on the one 
side or the other, the “ coke” addict does 
not present an attractive picture. 


~o- 

We quoted Dr. Crothers yesterday as say- 
ing that one-third of the opium is used for 
legitimate purposes. Not one-thirtieth of 
one-third of the cocaine is so used. 

What can be gained by warning against 
the careless use of cocaine is small, aS com- 
pared with the use of morphine. Neverthe- 
less, some people get the habit through care- 
lessness. Asthmatics and hay fever suffer- 
ers are in some danger. Snuffs, sprays, and 
cures sometimes contain cocaine. Occasion- 
ally a physician will prescribe it. 

Again—no circumstances warrant the 
medical use of cocaine. Its surgical use 
is never warranted, except for a definite 
operative procedure.

One quart bran, one pint of white flour, one- 
half cup molasses, one teaspoonful soda dis- 
solved in a little molarees, one teaspoon- 
ful salt, one pint of good buttermfik.

Bakein square 
or oblong pan for one hour.

TO STERILIZE WATER. 

J. S. M. writes: “ Phase tel me how to 
sweeten the water In a cistern without empty- 
ing and cleaning it. I mean something that 
will not injure the weter for laundry or bath- 
ing purposes. I think the trouble ts caused 
by soot and dirt wached in from the roof, 
and the cistern is covered too closely, no air 
can get in.” 


REPLY. 

One-tenth of a grain of hypochlorite of lime for 
each gallon of water will sterilize it. This wil! 
not Injure ft for laundry or bathing purposes. If 
the water is turbid from soot end roof dust, hypo- 
chlorite will make ft harmless, but it will not clear 
it. Nothing but Mitration will do thet.

HYDROPHOBIA. 

H. E. V. writes: “Is there any danger tn 
using the milk from a cow that has been 
bitten by a horse that had hydrophoblia. To- 
day is the tenth day. How long before it 
would be gafe to use her milk?” 


REPLY. 
No. If the cow should get sick, stop using the 
milk—not because the milk will convey hydrophobia 
but because it is the milk of a sick cow.

SCARLET FEVER. 

F. J. H. writes: “ Whét is the latest and 
most approved method of fumigation, par- 
ticularly where ecariet fever is prevalent. 
That the use of formaldehyde is not effica- 
cious has been many times démonetrated in 
families where one or more children—not ex- 
posed originally — were taken away from 
home until after the disease hed run its 
course in the case of the patient quarantined, 
and then brought home after the quarantine 
had been Hfted and the premises pronounced 
thoroughly fumigated, only to come down 
with the disease within ten daye after return- 
ing home. Will amy method of fumigation 
which will dewtroy the fever germs or render 
it innocuous be harmiess to insect life con- 
fined in the same room or rooms? ” 


REPLY. 

Formalin {s the best disinfectant. It does not 
kill insects. Sulphur fumes do kill Insects, but 
are not so effective ae a fumdigating agent. The 
fact that cases of scarlet fever will @evelop after 
children had come back does not mean that the 
houses were not properly disinfected. It means 
that the houses were disinfected before the pa- 
tients were safe. Sometimes the patients are still 
scaling. Ueually, they still have running ears or 
nose discharges or swollen tonsils. It is the 
partly cured patients, not the houses, which epread 
disease.

F the American Duchess of Marlborough 
has written to the London newspapers 
declining to carry out her widely heralded 
project of selling flowers on Alexandra 
day for the benefit of the charities in 
which Queen Alexandra is interested. If 
she also has given up to others the highly 
prized booth at the entrance of the stock ex- 
change, whicb she had preémpted for the pur- 
pose, it is because she has been brought to 
realize that not even these proposed efforts of 
hers to make a success of Alexandra day 
would modify that royal lady’s attitude to- 
wards her, 


It is owing to the dowager queen that she 


remains barred from court and from all state 
functions at which her rank as an Engiish 
duchess would otherwise entitle her to be 
present. The queen mother, like her 
husband, strongly resented the attitude of the 
duchess at the time of her separation from 
the duke, and her rejection of Edward VII.'s 
efforts to bring about a reconciliation and 
the avoidance of an open rupture. 

The dowager queen is devoted to the 
memory of her late husband, and all his 
wishes and views have since his decease 
become to her a kénd of sacred law. There- 
fore as long as Queen Alexandra lives and 
exercises her influence over King George, 
who is the most deeply attached and con- 
siderate of sons, Duchess Conevelo will re- 
main excluded from the court of St. James. 
and under the ban of British royalty. 

Tt is only fair to add, however, that Queen 
Alexandra's views in the matter are and 
have been indorsed by some of the most 
powerful members of the English great 
world; first and foremost the Duchees of Buc- 
cleuch, who died quite recently; by Lady 
Sarah Wilson, the Earl and Countess of Jer- 
sey, the Duke and Duchese of Abercorn, the 
Duke and Duchess of Portland, etc. 

Oddly enough. the Duke of Maribonough’s 
mother, Lady Blandford, and one of his un- 
married sisters, Lady Norah Spencer- 
Churchill, .remain on friendly terms with 
Duchess Consuelo, and frequently appear at 
her entertainments.

Pmperor William may be said to have had 
@ narrow escape from death on his way back 
from Corfu to Genoa a few weeks ago. For 
a fortnight back some Greek fishermen 
caught im their nets near the Rock of Vido 
a floating: mine, which they turned over to 
Admiral Sir Edmund Poe, itn command of 
the EngMsh squadron at anchor off the island. 
His torpedo and gunnery officers ascertained 
on examination that the mine was. fully 
charged and in perfect condition, that. it 
bore the marks of the Turkish government, 
and thet it bad evidently been anchored off 
the coast of Epirus seven or eight months 
ago, when the Duke of the Abruzzi and his 
naval squadron were cruising there at the 
opening of the war with Italy.

Under the cir- 
cumstances it ig a miracle that neither the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern nor one of the 
ships of the English squadron was blown up.

The Countess Jula Bubner, wife of the 
Austrian count, Francie Bubner, has in- 
herited the whole of the large fortune of 
her mother, the late Mery, Duchess of Suther- 
land, second wife of the late duke. 

The property incld@es a large country place 
at Tarpon Springs. in Florida. The countess 
who thus comes into an inheritance valued 
at some $3,000,000 was the duchess’ daughter 
by her first husbend.

When the duke died it was 
found that he had bequeathed ail his non- 
entailed fortune to his widow, and a law- 
suit ensued, which led to her imprisonment 
in Holloway jail, on the charge of destroy- 
ing evidence, and later to her surrender of 
a portion of the property.

Owing to the social ostracism to which the 
“ Blair duchess,”” as she was called, was 
subjected ever after, the position of her 
daughter, Julia Blair, was very difficult, and 
on one occasion when she had accompanied 
her mother to the Chapel Roya! at St. James’ 
palace the two women were turned out of the 
peeresses’ gallery, on the ground that the 
duchess, though a peeress. was barred from 
court, and that Miss Blair, not being a peer’s 
daughter, had no right there at all. 

In spite of the fact that she had received 
a large legacy from her stepfather, the duke. 
yet, owing to the universal unpopularity of 
her mother she found it impossible to meet a 
suitable husband in England, and was lucky, 
indeed, to wed a very gbod looking Austrian 
noble, of the oldest aristocracy of Bohemia, 
and to take up her residence on his estates, 
far from England.

Tt would seem thet the Vatican hae in- 
formation that the recent victory of the 
Clertcal4Conservative govermment in the 
parliamentary general election in Relgitum 
has not met with the entire approval of King 
Albert. For in the messages which Pius x. 
has caused to be sent to Belgium. expressing 
to the government and to the clergy his satis- 
faction at what is after all the cause of the 
Catholic school question tn that country, 
omission is made of the friendly reference to 
the sovereign which fs customary in mes- 
sages of this kind. 

King Albert on a@ previous occasion. be- 
fore his accession to the throne, conveyed the 
idea, without expreswing it, however, thet he 
perhaps might object to the clerical manage- 
ment of schools. 

At any rate, three years ago, when it be- 
came necessary to tranefer the education 
and training of his then 9 year old son from 
the hands of governesses to those of tutors.

with the clerical party were recommended 
to him for the positfon. Albert, however. 
happened to know a young man who seemed 
to him admirably fitted for the post—a very 
learned teacher ofthe anti-clerica] communal 
schools a4 Brussels. 

Everything relating to religion is banished 
from these schools, which are the pride of 
the Brussels municipality.

No soener, however, had Albert appointed 
this man to the post than an outcry was 
raised by the Conservattve element who in- 
sisted that the training of the future ruler 
of Belgium, at the most impressionable 
moment of his life, should be confided to a 
pries:, or at least to a professor froma re- 
ligious college. . 

They united in denouncing the appoint- 
ment as @ thoroughly unconstitutional en- 
couragement of the non-confessional school 
party im Belgian politics, and as an invitation 
to his country to dispense with a religious 
education for royal children. 

Albert did not vouchsafe any public etate- 
ment. but privately explained that he wee de- 
termined to remain uninfluenced by any 
political considerations inthe matter of his 
eldest son's educaticn.

0. K.’S FOR UNBOSSED MEN. 


Assurances of Support Pour Into 
Headquarters at the Con- 
gress Hotel. 


A scheme for “cleaning up" the Illinois 
legislature, the cleanser being the new pro- 
gressive party for which Col. Roosevelt is 
slated as the national head, was announced 
yesterday ag an offshoot of the third party 
movement. 

Incidentally the plan reveals a method by 
which the bosees can be beaten at their own 
pet game of “ plumping ’’ for legislative can- 
Mdates. 

The idea is to have the Roosevelt organi- 
zation put up or indorse progressive candi- 
Gates in each of the fifty-one senatoria! dis- 
tricts in the state and endeavor to elect its 
men by “ plumping"’ for them just as the 
bosses “‘ put over " the men they can manage 
at each election. The progressives would 
play no favorities between Republicans and 
Democrats. If the Democratic candidate is 
a man of known progressive principles the 
organization would give him the same sup- 
port as if he were a Republican. 


Would Make for Progressive Laws. 

In this way, it is declared, enough good men 
can be elected to the legisiature to give the 
“ umbossed "' element the balance of power 
and to put through progressivé legislation 
such as the initiative and referendum, the 
Oregon plan of electing senators, the 
strengthening of the direct primary and 
election laws, the corrupt practices act, pub- 
lic utility legislation, a corporate commission 
to put a stop to stock watering and stock 
jobbing, laws to minimize the burdens now 
imposed upon labor by archaic industrial 
conditions, and other measures of character- 
istic progressive complexion, 

Yesterday was another buay day at the third 
party headquarters in the Congress hotel.

“JOY RIDE” SAYS WITNESS 


.Barber Declares Men in the Car 


Were Shouting and Sing- 
ing Merrily. 


Joseph Kulp, who lives at 448 North Kedsie 
avenue and owns a furniture store, was 
held to the grand jury yesterday by a coro- 
ner’s jury investigating the death of Miss 
Anna Holmes, 2762 Lincoln avenue. The 
woman was run down and killed by an au- 
tomobile driven by Kulp on Tuesday night 
at Racine avenue and Diversey boulevard. 
John Schmitt, 1201 wivermey parkway, @ 
barber, whose shop is opposite the scene of 
the accident, testified he believed Kulp and 
his party were “joy riding.” * 

“TI first noticed the automobile when it 
was about -150 feet from the spot where it 
struck Miss Holmes, ” said Schmitt. “ The 
occupants were shouting and singing. I 
glanced at it and back at it again when it 
was not more than thirty feet from the 
woman. They were still shouting.” 


“Joy Ride Shouting” 


rupted Deputy Coroner Hartney. 

“ By no chance,” answered Schmitt. 
was ‘joy ride’ shouting.” 

Following Schmitt's testimony, Isadore 
Kulp, brother of Joseph, F. Dunn, 646 Lin- 
colm parkway, and J. W. Lee, 5850 Calumet 
avenue, who were in the machine with Kulp, 
quietly got up from their seats and started 
out the door. They had no sooner got out- 
side, however, than Mr. Hartney sent an 
attendant after them. 

**T told them to go out,”’ explained Edward 
Maher, attorney for Kulp. “I knew Kulp 
would be held to the grand jury after 
Schmitt's testimony no matter what our 
witnesses had to say.” 

Miss Holmes at the time of the accident 
was accompanied by Miss Freda Jacobson. 
The latter testified that when they started 
across e street the automobile was far 
enough*way it seemed to give them ample 
time to cross. 


Woman Tells of Tragedy. 

“We stepped out into the street,” she 
sald, “and almost instantly it was on us. 
It must have been running very fast. I 
stepped back and tried to pull Miss Holmes 
back with me, but before I could do it the 
car struck her. The brakes had been put 
on apparently and the automobile came 
nearly to a stop before it paseed over her 
body. Then it seemed as though the brakes 
were taken off and the car began to glide 
along again while the men looked back as 
if undecided whether to stop or not. Then 
I cried at them, ‘ I’ve got your number,’ and 
they stopped.”

CITY LOSES POINT. ' 
IN GAS RATE CASE 


Federal Judge Will Not Strike | 


Out Allegation to Which 
Government Objected. 


PERTINENT ISSUE UP. 


Court Slightly Questions Year 
Divisions Made in the 


U Ordinance. 


The city administration lost a point yes- 
terday in its fight to enforce the 70 cent gas 
ordinance. The city law department wanted 
Judge Kohlsaat of the federal court to strike 
out part of the allegations of the People’s 
Gas Light and Coke company made in fil- 
ing their suit. Thecourt overruled thecity’s 
motion. 

A statement by the court ig considered 
almost as important by lawyers for the gas 
company as the ruling itself. } 

The ordinance fixes the price of gas at 75 
cents for the first year, 70 cents for the next 
two, and 68 cents for the last two years of 
the five year period. 


Questions Year Divisions. 

“The statute provides that the city may 
fix the rate for gas for a period not exceed- 
ing five years,” said the court. ‘ The ordi- 
nance fixes the rate for the first year at 75 
cents per thousand feet. Presumably that 
gum was fixed upon as a reasonable charge 
under the conditions then prevailing. Just 
how the council ascertained what conditions 
would prevail for the two years succeeding 
the first year, and also for the two years 
thereto succeeding, does not appear, and it 
may. well be urged, in the absence of definite 


Anformation, that conditions wil) not justify 


a reduction in (xe price of gas baged upon 
prophetic data.”’ 
Politics Enters Case. 

Most of the other charges to which the city 
took exceptions refer to politics. The com- 
pany charged the passage of the ordinance 
was the fulfillment of a campaign pledge by 
Mayor Harrison and certain aldermen at a 
time when they were without knowledge of 
the justice of price they advocated. The 
company further charged that tha investiga- 
tion by the council later was limited and not 
thorough, and that regarding important re- 
quirements of the ordinance no inv >sstigation 
of any kind was.ever made.

MODIFY SHORE PACT. 


Directors Say Minor Changes 
Have Been Made in Park 
Agreement. 


New York, June 20.—[(Spectal ]—Directors 
of the Illinois C<ntral railroad today declared 
the regular semi-annual dividend of 3% per 
cent on the $123.552,000 outstanding stock. 
Only recently the stocks sold down to 1204, 
compared with 141% early in the year ane 
147 last year, on rumors that the dividend 
would be reduced because of the falling off 


in earnings. 

According to the recently issued statement 
earnings for the ten months ending with 
April amounted to $5,850,000, a decrease of 
$6,720,000 compared with the corresponding 
months of 1911. Income from investments for 
thefiscal year ended on June 30, 1911, amount: 
ed to $6,742,000, or at the rate of $563,000 a 


month. | 
Fall in Dividends. 


On the basis of results for 1911, “ other 
income *’ and net earnings for the ten months 
ended with April 30 last should amount to 
$11,480,000, whereas the dividend for the full 
year calls for $8,648,000. Wall street figured, 
however, that ‘‘ other income "’ for 1912 would 
be considerably below that for 1911. 

Since June 30 last Illinois Central's earn- 
ings have been affected in turn by strikes, 
by cold weather, and heavy snowstorms, 
and by floods. 

No official announcement was made by 
the board regarding the Chicago lake front 
contract with the south park board. 

One director said, however, that certain 
minor modifications had been made in the 
original plans to transfer to the public the 
railroad’s riparian rights in exchange for 
an added strip to its own right of way.

He said he will proceed 
today with the formalities necessary for the 
court decree.

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Commercial Houses May 


Be School Auxillaries. 


OME of Chicago’s big commercial houses 
will be turned into auxiliaries of the 
public schools when a scheme for voca- 
tional instruction which a committee. of 
the board of education has been work~- 

ing out finally reaches perfection. 

The committee intends to ask the heads of 
big business concerns to open their doors to 
classes of high school boys and girls who are 
fitting themselves for work in commerciai life. 
The men back of the movement want the teach- 
ing to be as practical as possible. With that 
idea they are planning to get permission for 
the classes to see just how the work is actually 
done. 

Last February Supt. Ella Flagg Young rec- 
ommended five vocational cepters be established 
in the school system for the purpose of ex- 
tending practical education. This plan was 
partly carried out «nd yesterday the committee 
or vocational education headed by Dean Walter 
T. Sumner recommended it be completed with 
a course to enable boys and girls to spend part 
of each day in offices and commercial houses 
and the rest of the time in a school near the 
downtown district. 

linder this arrangement the youngster will 
be shown through the business houses by some 
ene connected with the concern who.is capable 
of explaining every detail of the work. He will 
then go back to school, where the essential 
phases of the work will be impressed upon him 
by teachers. 

The committee also proposes to establish an 
employment -bureau through which graduates 
of the-public’ school commercial course can be 
placed in positions. Codperation of business 
and industrial concerns will be sought to this 
end. This bureau will also look after the wel- 
fare of children whose parents’ circumstances 
are such they are compelled to enter commer 
cial work before entering the high school.

Macaroni and Cheese. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

ACARONI is the bread of the Italian la- 
borer and has been described as a sort 
of luxury of the rich, for the reason 
that it is aften cooked with sauces that 
require both care and condiments. 

Thirty years ago it was sometimes served 
to those who had learned to eat it in the pace 
of soup. It was put in the soup plates and 
a tomato sauce was served over it. 

It is astonishing enough, considering the 
positive teaching against such an operation, 
that macaroni used to be soaked in cold water 
before it was boiled, but people used to prepare 
it so, and some do even today. 

Macaroni, it is pretty generally agreed, should 
be blanched by boiling in considerable water 
and rapidly for twenty minutes—rapid »o!ling 
keeps the pieces from sticking together—and 
then thoroughly rinsed and perhaps allowed to 
stand for a few minutes in cold water. 

>: 


There are a great number of ways of pre- 
paring macaroni and cheese, and with the ex- 
ception of tomato nothing goes so well with 
macaroni as does this food. It is a valuable 
food of itself, and is cheap and nutritious. It 
is combined with cheese which furnishes the fat 
it lacks to make a perfect food. 

Boiled Macaroni and Cheese—A half pound 
package is enough for four or five persons. 
Break or not, according to your custom—most 
Americans prefer to break it into convenient 
lengths—and put into plenty of boiling water, 
three or four quarts. Add a large teaspoon of 
salt, and let boil from twenty to twenty-fve 
minutes. Drain and rinse with cold ‘vater. 
Make a pint of white sauce, or use butter alone 
—tablespoon—in a pint of milk, to which edd 
half a pound of grated cheese and the macaroni. 
Cook until thoroughly heated through in a dou- 
ble boiler, and season with salt and pepoer if 
desired.

Baked Macaroni and Cheese.—Use,.the same 
ingredients and prepare the macaroni as above. 
Put the macaroni and cheese together in lay- 
ers in a baking dish, a layer of macaroni first 
and also last. Cut butter into bits and put 
over top. Add a cup of milk for a aalf a 
pound of macaroni and the same of cheese or 
a little more, and bake till a golden brown. 
Serve in-the dish in which it is baked. If 
cream is used instead of milk, the dish jis a 
finer and a daintier one. 

Savory Macaroni [Naples Recipe].—Blanch 
six ounces of Naples macaroni in two quarts 
of boiling water with a tablespoon of salt in it. 
Tet it remain till cold and drain in a sieve. 
Put it into an enameled saucepan with two 
cunces of butter, and stir over the fire until 
the butter is absorbed. Then add a quart of 
new milk and simmer gently till quite tender 
fabout an hour and a half}. Add a teaspoon 
of flour of mustard, a tablespoon of white pep- 
per, the sixth part of a nutmeg, grated, a erain 
of cayenne, three ounces of grated Parmesan 
cheese, and two fresh eggs, beaten with a gill 
of thick cream. Place it on a dish and sift 
three ounces of grated Parmesan cheese thicily 
over; On that lay an ounce of butter, in small 
pieces. Bake in a quick oven or before the 
fire till a pale brown color—from twelve to 


fifteen minutes. Serve very hot. —~ oe

DEPENDS ON ALIENISTS. 


Declares They Will Give Judge 
Keogh Enough Information 
to Determine Sanity. 


White Plains, N. Y., June 26.—Harry K. 
Thaw took the stand again today in his 
efforte to prove his sanity and obtain his re- 
lease from Matteawan.

Dr. Nance Would Forbid Sale of | 


Spikes Over Certain Length. 


SEES FLAW IN ORDINANCE. 


Ald. Capitain Thinks the Diameter of 
Hats Might Be Limited. 


Dr. Willis O. Nance, head of the council 
health committee, wants a definite limitation 
placed upon the length of hat pins. He Is 
of the opinion the present ordinance which 
prohibits hat pins from extending beyond 
the Mmits of the hat is unsatisfactory. 

Dr. Nance advocates an ordinance which 
will proyide a penalty for the sale of a hat 
pin beyond a certain length—eay eight or 
nine inches. ‘ 

“If it is necessary a pin extend from one 
side of a hat to another, that ordinance will 
place a limit on the diameter of hats worn 
in Chicago,”” commented Ald. Capitain. ‘‘And 
that will be a good thing, too. I do not be- 
lieve hat pins need be eight inches long.” 


Short Pins for Small Hats. 

It is Ald. Capitain’s opinion aleo that 
women do not provide themselves with a 
sufficient number of sets of hat pins. 

“Sometimes you will see a woman with 
a little hat,” he continued, “ with two or 
three long hat pins jabbed through it. She 
does not have hat pins of a length suited to 
the small hat. If women are going to wear 
hats of different sizes they should have sets 
of pins to correspond. 

“A friend of mine in the cut glass busi- 
ness had an eye badly injured recently by 
a hat pin, and I believe they are dangerous.’’ 
, ‘Some time ago I had a patient who was 
seriously injured,” added Dr. Nance, who is 
an eye specialist. ‘“‘A woman on a street 
car had dropped her transfer, and in picking 
it up her hat pin jabbed the eye of my pa: 
tient. The sight has been injured and al- 
ways will be bad. 


Men in Peril on Elevators. 

“On the elevators where women ride a 
man is in danger all the time It may be 
treated humorously, but it is a serious mat- 
ter. The police are too polite to tella woman 
she is violating the ordinances in wearing 
long hat pins, and the result is that the 
present law is not enforced.’’ 

The chairman of the health committee said 
he would discuss his plan with other mem- 
bers.

Club Members Keep Score on 
Conditions They Find 
on South Side. 


PUBLIC INSPECTORS AID. 


Threaten to Boycott Soda Foun- 
tain; Want Others to Join 
in Health Campaign. 


Women armed with score sheets descended 
yesterday on fifteen groceries, bakeries, and 
delicatessen shops in the neighborhood of 
East Fifty-first street and Calumet avenue. 
The sheets were arranged for recording their 
opinions of each store’s practice in the de- 
tallg of sidewalk obstructions, the exposure 
of food, care of the ice box, and protection 
against flies. 

Mra. George W. Cravens and Mrs. J. C. 
Bley, president and secretary of the Fifty- 
First Street Food and Market club, led the 
party. Among those who accompanied it 
were Mrs. O. T. Hulburd, vice president of 
the Second district of the State Federation of 
Women's Clubs; Mre. O. T. Short and Dr. 
W. W. Armstrong, inspectors for the city 
health department, and Harrison Kennicott, 
state food inspector. 


Some Like It, Some Object. 
Some proprietors were glad to see the party 
and some were not. One man said the more 
of this sort of thing the women of the neigh- 
borhood did the better he would likeit. His 


4 store was voted the best kept of those visited. 


Another privately expressed unprintable 
opinions of women who ran around inveati- 
gating other people's business instead of 
staying at home to mind the baby. His store 
later was voted next to the worst in the 
street.

For the future she urged that women ad- 
dress themselves particularly to interna- 
tional and industrial peace, regulation of the 
press and the drama, education, inspection 
of factories, and a closer watch on national 
legislation affecting social and civic life. 


Opposes Details of Crimes. 

Details of divorce, ecandal, and crime, she 
thought, were les# and less tolerable to 
women. “An item of news,’ she said, “ we 
must actept, but the unsavory detaile no 
longer are news.” 

Her advice was that state divisions of the 
federation, as well as the national body itself, 
hold to their own educational purpose, allow- 
ing departments and individual clubs to affil- 
late as they chose.

“2. That such instructions should be 
grounded in biology. 

“3. That it should include more than mere 
physical facts. 

“4. That it is dangerous to introduce it inte 
elementary and secondary schools until it is 
required in norma) schoole and teachers are 
carefully selected and prepared for the work. 

“ 6. The instruction should be given to per- 
ents and gradually to the general public. 

“6. That populer prejudice against sucti 
instruction is rapidly disappearing. 

“7. That such instruction is essential to 
eradicating the social evil and controlling 
disease.”

“Good roads—a means of equalizing the 
price of grains and of preventing speculative 
inflation,’’ was one of the arguments brought 
forth yesterday by Homer J. Tice, chair- 
man of the state highway commission. He 
spoke at the Hotel La Salle before the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, which was 
host to business organizations from Lake, 
Du Page, Will, Kankakee, and Cook coun-’ 
ties.

" State aid in a uniform system of pbuild- 
ing is needed, instead of the present iso- 
lated local exerfions. In a report of the 
good roads committee of the Illinois Bank- 
ers’ association issued recently an@ utiliz- 
ing the observations of its membership all 
over the state, it was said $1,700,000 is apent 
each year on our highways in patchwork 
that leaves no permanent benefit—en utter 
waste of resources.’’ 

The speaker closed his address by recom- 
mending an increase in annual expenditure 
of from one to two million doMars, to be pro- 
vided by the issue of ten, twenty, and thirty 
year bonds by the state

William G. Edens, president of the Illinolg 
Highway Improvement association. said on 
the same subject: ° 

“The annual income from automobile li- 
censes and the fund already collected should 
be used for the purpose originally intended~ 
namely: the construction and maintenance 
of permanent hard roads. 

“The fund at present has reached $400,000 
and the annual income is about $250,000. A 
nucleus of roads.to be improved at onee in 
Illinois would comprise 915 miles, and would 


$1,009,000. The counties, J think. could mar- 
ket bonds for these roads bearing 4% per 
cent, making an annual interest charge of 
about $300,000. These figures show a sub- 
Stantial initial achievement does not require 
fantastic sums.”’

Blocks Raised 85 Cents. 
CONTRACTS MAY BE ENDED. 


Board .of Local Improvements to Con- 
sider Issue Today. 


Prices of asphalt and creosoted block pave. 
ments have been boosted so the board of Io- 
cal improvements is considering not letting 
any more contracts this year. A special 
meeting will be held this morning to decide 
the question. 

“Average cost a square yard of asphalt 
Pavements, for which contracte have been 
awarded this year, is $2.06. Last year it was 
@round $1.72. 


Creozoted Blocks Higher. 

Increase in the cost of creosoted block has 
not been quite so much. The highest paid 
this year is $3.51 a square yard. That is be- 
tween 80 and 95 cents advance. 

“The price of asphalt pavements last year 
wae too low,” explained President Schilling. 
“Few of the contractors made money, and I 
believe some of them lost money. It is my 
guess they are attempting to regain what 
they lost last year. 


Specifications Are Changed. 

“ On creosoted block pavements we changed 
the specifications to eliminate creosoted 
block oll and require real creosote ofl. That 
may have jumped the price some, but cannot 
be responsible for all of the increase.”’ 

“ Will the meeting of the board be open? ”’ 
was asked. 

“ They are never secret, in the sense that 
no one is permitted inside,”’ replied Mr. Schil- 
ling. ‘‘ Clerks come in and go out as their 
business requires. It has not been the cus- 
tom, however, to have newspaper men pres- 
ent.”’

Foresee Time When 
Be 


Officials 
Capitalization Will 
Based on Holdings. 


Anticipating possible federal legislation 
along the line of capitalization and its rela- 
tion to the physicad value of a railroad the 
Burlington has started to take @ physical 
valuation of its properties that will include 
ali lands and buildings which come under 
such head on the 9,332 miles of the system. 

It is proposed to secure the valuation on an 
unprejudiced basis. Disinterested parties 
will be asked in each case to make the valua- 
tion. For instance, in an lowe city where 
the idea has already been inaugurated, the 
mayor, a. competent real estate man, and 
two or three business men formed a sort of 
appraisemem board. 


Will Make Valuations Easy. 

“Tt will be a comparatively easy matter 
after the valuation is once secured to make 
a new valuation from time to time,’’ said 
President Darius Miller yesterday in out- 
lining the plan. “ We would rather get a 
valuation in this way than to wait for it to 
become a compulsory matter and then have 
incompetents do the work.”’ 

The Burlington will be, so far as is known, 
the first railroad to make a physical valua- 
tion over its entire system. The plan partly 
had its inception in a recent requirement of 
the state railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion of Nebraska that the railroads within 
that state submit a physical valuation of 
their property within the state. 


Office Building an Example. 


One instance of the increased valuation of rail- 


valuation is the Burlington office building at 
Adams and Franklin streets. In 1878 the ground 


bought by the Burlington for $80,000. Today it is 
said to be worth $1,500,000. The building orig- 
inally cost $350,000, 

The Burlington will vacate the Adame street 
building next fall and move into the new building 
at Jackson and Clinton streets.
